Date and Place of Incident: 6 September 1974 in Raros Hejia (Buenos Aires). 


Description of Incident: Julio Mario Menajovsky was arrested on the street 
as a result of a moving violation, in Ramos Mejia, about 60 km from the city 
of Buenos Aires. He was taken to the police station and after It was discovered 
that he was the brother of a man named<-"Eduardo,'' already detained, Julio was 
accused of Illegally carrying weapons and was senter. rd to three years In 
prison. Julio was brutally tortured in order to obtain Information about 
hl5 brother Eduardo. He has been held under— PEN since completing his 
sentence on 26 September 1977. Ke was held in three prisons before being 
taken to Rawson, U.6, where he remains today. Julio Mario Henajovsicy ha s 
applied for "right of option" four times. All four requests have been denied.
